As the tax on land cannot be shift- 
ed it must be paid by the owner. A 
tax on land values therefore will drive 
down prices of land for a man under 
such a system must either develop or 
sell to one or the other, That will 
force land into the market, land will 
become cheaper, building will devel- 
op and as a result rents will fall, there 
will be a plenty of houses, it will be 
unprofitable to maintain slums and a 
minimum wage will automatically be 
fixed because no man will then work 
for less than he can make from ac- 
cess to the soil. 

The reason slums exist today is be- 
cause it is more profitable to retain 
old dwellings whose value was writ- 
ten off in depreciation years ago and 
which are cheaper to tax than it is 
to tear them down and build expen- 
sive tenements. If improvements 
were exempted and land values taxed 
it would be unprofitable to maintain 
slums.

DECREE OPPOSED. 


A vigurous opposition to the plans 
submitted by the Special Commis- 
sioners for the abolition of grade 
crossing was presented by Quincy rep- 
resentatives at a hearing before 
Board of Railroad Commissioners at 
their office Friday morning. 

The hearing was delayed.a half hour 
because the train which is scheduled 
to leave Quincy at 10.04 was late. 

The hearing was largely attended 
and there was a strong opposition 
manifested toward the adoption of 
the plans as decreed. 

Those who appéared in favor of the 
report were Colonel Benton of New 

York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
|road and Paul R. Blackmur of this city 
{Col. Benton said that the plans were 
satisfactory to the road in general and 
jhe recommended their adoption. Mr. 
Blackmur favored the report. Henry 
M. Faxon was also recorded in favor 
of them, 

The opposition was conducted by 
City Solicitor John W. McAnarney. 
After reading the vote of the city 
council in opposition to’ the accep- 
tance of the report and the vote of 
the council instructing Mayor Stone, 
himself and three councilmen to ap- 
pear in opposition, he spoke at length 
and confined himself to the closing of 
Saville street. 

Mayor Stone reviewed the situation 
arguing for depression and speaking 
of the attitude of the residents in 
general. He said that he favored de- 
pression and had always Deen opposed 
to elevation of tracks through the 
city. 

Councilman Cunningham claimed 
that the city council had been given 
no opportunity to see the plans and 
that no member as far as he knew had 
a chance to study them, 

John R. Richards, a member of the 
council committee expressed a strong 
sentiment in favor of depression. He 
said that every organization in the 
city favored depression and that it 
was the belief of the majority that 
depression would solve the problem. 
He said he opposed the plans as sub- 
mitted by the special commission. 

Councilman Thompson appeared in 
opposition and after a review of the 
layout of the city said that ward one 
would practically be cut in two and 
that one section would be for busi- 
hess and the other for residences. 

James A. Smith, of the Atlantic Im- 
provement Association spoke against 
the plans and in favor of depression. 

President John L. Hamilton of the 
Board of Trade read the vote of the 
Board at the meeting held Wednesday 
evening at which time the feeling of 
opposition was strongly developed. 
He said the plans were opposed to 
thes expressed wishes of the citizen 
who in general favored depression. 
He asked for a continuance of the 
hearing so that an opportunity would 
be given to formulate plans. 

President Hamilton said he was not 
authorized or prepared to make sug- 
gestions and said he was present in 
the capacity of president of the 
Board of Trade to protest as vigor- 
ously as he could against the plans. 
He further said that whatever plans 
were accepted consideration should be 
given the crossings between Atlantic 
and Quincy as in the event of fire, 
under the proposed changes, the runs 
might be unusually long. 

He said he had called by phone sev- 
eral of the officials of the associations 
in the city and read the following as 
opponents: President Edward F. 
Parlee of the Montclair Association, 
President Woodward of the Wollaston 
Park Improvement Association, Presi- 
dent Sanford of the Wollaston Citi- 
zens Association, President Louis F. 
R. Langelier of the Wollaston Unitar- 
ian Club, President J. Mann of the 
Wollaston Congregational Club, Presi- 
dent C. E, Carlson of the Squantum 
Improvement Association, President 
Stephen B. Little of the Ward Four 
Improvement Association, President 
Mrs. Arthur Ropes of the Wollaston 
Womens Club, President Mrs. Eben 
W. Sheppard of the Quincy Womans 


Club and Secretary Bromley of the 
¥. MCA. 
Others who appeared against the

THE PULMOTOR. 


The pulmotor which is at the po- 
lice station was demonstrated by W. 
FE. Barker of the Consolidated Gas Co. 
Fhursday afternoon. Doctors from 
this city and surrounding towns were 
present in iarge numbers. Many 
called during the evening who had 
been unable to attend the matinee. 

The pulmotor was given by the Citi- 
zens Gas Light Co., Quincy Electric 
Light Power Co., Bay State Street 
Railway and the Fore River Co. It 
will be carried in the patrol on all 
runs. 

James O'Donnell was the subject of 
the first demonstration. For nearly 
three minutes his face was hidden by 
the mask and when released he showed 
no ill effects. Physicians adjusted 
the mask to their face and all pro- 
nounced it as being wonderful. 

Mr. Barker in his talk on artificial 
respiration said that a miner who 
had been entombed in a Pittsburg 
mine and who was given up for dead 
was revived after five hours by the 
pulmotor and that 7 1-2 cylinders of 
oxygen were used in the resuscitation. 

The apparatus is carried in a 
narrow wooden case. The weight of 
the case and its contents is 46 pounds.

CITY COUNCIL. 


The City Council got down to its 
old time form Monday evening and 
reached an adjournment just as the 
clock struck ten. The main business 
of the evening was the budget al- 
though several other matters came 
up. One of these was a_ resolution 
for a special committee to attend the 
hearing before the Railroad Commis- 
sioners and oppose the decree sepa- 
rating the grades at Water and Sav- 
ille streets. After some debate C. B. 
Bates, the famous depression man, 
was allowed to appear before the 
council and explain why he opposed 
the decree. 

Another matter that came up, but 
which passed without a word of de- 
bate was an order calling for a spec- 
ial committee to investigate the fire 
department. 

When the budget came up Council- 
man Cunningham made several at- 


| tempts to increase the amounts but 


was successful in but one case, that 
of the amount for highway which was 
increase from $35,000 to $40,000. 
Councilman Boyd and Gilliat were 
absent. 

A communication was _ received 
from the Auditor stating that bills 
amounting to $51.76 for tuition of 
residents of Quincy in Boston trade 
school had been received. Council- 


man Bailey offered an order trans- 
fering that amount from receipts 
from other places for tuition. Re- 


ferred to the Finance Committee. 

A communication was received 
from the Mayor appointing John Sar- 
gent a constable. Confirmed. 

A venire was received for the draw- 
ing of seven traverse jurors. The 
Mayor, City Clerk and Councilman 
Richards drew the following accord- 
ing to law: Arthur H. Sylvester, Wil- 
liam Gelotte, Charles F. Pettengill, 
Walter H. Andrews, Ruthford B.

A communication was received 
from the Mayor appointing the fol- 
lowing assistant assessors as con- 
stables, Charles B. Yule, Albion C.

Councilman Cunningham offered a 
resolution for a special committee of 
three members of the Council with 
the Mayor and City Solicitor to at- 
tend the hearing before the railroad 
Commissioners Friday and oppose the 
approval of the decree of the special 
commissioners on separation of the 
grades in Quincy. He also moved 
that G. B. Bates be allowed fifteen 
minutes to address the Council. 

Councilman Bailey thought they 
ought to find out what good it would 
do to oppose the decree. 

In reply City Solicitor McAnarney 
said that he had been connected with 
the case since the adminstration of 
ex-Mayor Shea. The commissioners 
gave great consideration to every 
plan, and he hoped for the sake of the 
City of Quincy no one would criticise 
unless familiar with the proposed 
plans. ‘The matter was now before 
the Railroad Commission who will 
deal with the question and will make 
its report to the Superior court.

Chairman Miller was then called 
before the Council and he argued at 
length to have the amounts which 
the school budget had been cut put 
back. It was impossible he said to 
run the schools for the amounts 
named, He also stated that the city 
Council had no right to say that the 
teachers should get an increase in 
salary. Later however he denied 
making the statement. 

After Chairman Miller had finished 
his talk Councilman Cunningham 
moved amendments to the amounts 
for Administration, text books, opera- 
tion and miscellaneous, all of which 
were rejected..

FATAL ACCIDENT, 


Willard E. Nightingale of 223 Water 
Street was struck by Chief Litchtield’s 
automobile at the corner of Presidents 


and Indenpendence avenues Friday 
Mar. 28, while the Chief was respond- 
ing to an alarm from Box 32 and 


died two hours later at the City Hos- 
pital. 

According to all witnesses of the 
sad affair Chief Litchfield’s car was 
running slow, that is it was coasting 
while approaching the junction of the 
streets named, and just as the corner 
was reached Nightingale stepped into 
the street directly in front of the car. 

The alarm from Box 32 sounded at 
5.35. At that time Chief Litchfield 
was at home for his supper, Chauffeur 
Richard Williams ran his car for the 
Chief and then started for the fire. 
They came via Pleasant and Water 
streets and turned into Presidents ave- 
nue. According to Williams as he 
approached the corner of Presidents 
avenue and Independence avenue he 
realized that it was a dangerous cor- 
and shut off his power and was 
coasting. Looking ahead he saw a 
man, who later proved to be Nightin- 
gale standing on the corner waving to 
the driver of ar automobile coming up 
Franklin street, to notify him that 
the Chief was coming up Presidents 
avenue. This evidently showed that 
Nightingale was aware that the Chief 
Was approaching. Just as the Chief's 
car approached corner, Nightingale 
stepped suddenly from behind a tree 
into the street, directly in front of 
Chief Litchfield’s car. 

Although the car was coasting 
there was no time to stop it and one 
of the front springs struck Nightin- 
gale a glancing blow. Whether or 
not the car went over him is not 
known but it is thought that it threw 
him one side. 

Directly behind Chief Litchfield, as 
he came through Presidents avenue 
was Dr. C. W. Garey who also says 
that the Chief was running slowly. Dr. 
Garey rendered first aid and with the 
assistance of Robert Cantley a blan- 
ket was wrapped about the injured 
man and he was rushed to City Hospi- 
tal in the Chief’s automobile while the 
Chief continued on to the fire in 
ear of Mr. O'Donnell of the Citizens 
Gas Light Co.

IMPROVEMENT. 

The bill that gives the Directors of 
the Port of Boston an additional sum 
of $75,000 to spend on improvements 
and developments in greater Boston 
Harbor, and is intended to cover the 
indebtedness incurred in the work 
proposed in several small bills that 
Were put into the charge of the com- 
mittee on Metropolitan Affairs, is 
creating some interesf. Out of this 
appropriation will come the provision 
for the dredging at Houghs Neck 
channel to the steamboat wharf and 
Mayor Stone's bill, and the provision 


for further improvement of Wey- 
mouth Fore and Town Rivers. 

The bill as drawn is not satisfac- 
tory. 


Members from some of the districts 
which have smalh bills for appropria- 
tions similar to Quincy's point to the 
fact that the Fort Directors under the 
terms of the bill need not spend a 
cent on any improvements and if they 
do, they are not bound by the bill to 
spend on any the on the 
bills as stipulated. It is left to the 
judgment of the directors* whether the 
public demand at Houghs Neck is 
sufficient to warrant their spending 
any part of the $75,000 although the 
bill apparently reports 
upon that proposition. 

It will be surprising if some of the 
members do not propose an amend- 
ment making the bill most explicit 
and naming precisely the numerous 
bills that are supposed to be Covered 
by the committees report.

BIG. COUNTY TAX, 


According to the resolve, which 
the county commissioners of 
Norfolk County the right to levy a 
tax, Quincy and the other 
towns in the county may this year be 
taxed for $50,000 more than they were 
in 1912. The resolve has just been 
signed by Governor Foss and gives 
the commissioners the right to levy 


on Norfolk county the sum of $250,000 
for current .expenses. 
sound large when it is taken into con- 


This does not 


sideration that the tax is distributed 
pro rata over all the county, but when 
one realizes that the sum is an in- 
crease of the amount allowed last year 
of 25 per cent it assumes larger pro- 
portions. In the estimate of ex- 
penses for this year, the commis- 
sioners have asked increases in eleven 
out of the eighteen items and in only 
one case is a decrease over last year 
provided for. 

A comparison of the two years 
shows how some of the additional 
$50,000 is proposed to be used. 

The items calling for $13,000 to pay 
the interest on the county debt is the 
same for both years. 

For the reduction of the county debt 
the sums are alike, $32,000. 

For salaries of county officers and 
assistants, fixed by law, there is an 
increase of $1000, this year $21,000 
and last year $20,000. 

For clerical assistance in 
offices there is also an increase 
$1000, $26,000 against $25,000. 

An increase of $3000 is provided for 
to take care of salaries and expenses 
incident to district and police courts, 
$38,000 against $41,000.

There is no change in the sums 
asked for to cover the salaries of 
jailers, masters and assistants and 


support of prisoners in jails and 
houses of correction $32,000 or the 
$20,000 to defray criminal costs in the 
Superior courts, or of $22,000 for 
civil expenses in the Supreme Judicial 
court and in the Superior courts. 

For transportation expenses of 
county and associate commissioners, 
an increase over last year is made, 
$800 to $1000. 

Payments to medical examiners in- 
quests and committments of the in- 
sane remains the same $6000. 

For auditors, masters and referees 
a sum of $4000 is asked an increase 
of $1000. 

Another $1000 increase comes on 
the amount for repairing furnishing 
and improving county buildings, $4000 
against $5000. Last year the county 
paid $27,000 for fuel, lights and sup- 
plies, in county buildings, other than 
jails and houses of correction, and 
for the care of same, but this year 
$28,000 is asked. 

A brand new item is the appropria- 
tion of $1000 asked for to cover pen- 
sions. 

For highways, including State high- 
ways, bridges.and land damages, the 
commissioners made their greatest 
increase $38,000 an increase of $8000. 

For miscellaneous and contingent 
expenses $3765.42 last year $4410.87 
decrease $645.45. 

The sum of $4000, for training school 
is the same. 

The resolve gives the commission- 
ers authority to levy the $250,000 to 
expend the same as Well as any un- 
expended balance they may have from 
last year, together with any receipts 
they may have from other resources.

DOROTHY Q. HOUSE MODEL, 


The Dorothy Q. house in Quincy 
may be the model for the Massachu- 
setts building at the Panama-Pacific 
Sxposition. At a hearing at the State 
House, the committee on Federal Re- 
lations heard the report of the Board 
of Managers fort he Massachusetts ex- 
hibit, Contained in the report is the 
estimates of the architects employed 
by the managers to submit figures and 
plans for the building which will con- 
tain Massachusetts exhibitions and of- 
fices of the Board. 

It was suggested to the architects 
that a replica of the State House Bul- 
finch Front be made the basis for the 
plans of the building but the archi- 
tects said that a desirable building 
along those lines would cost $350,000, 
so that plan was abandoned at once. 
Then came the suggestion that a mod- 
of the typical old-time 
Massachusetts buildings be figured 
on, and after looking over all that 
they thought suitable the architects 
reported that a building designed 
along the lines of the Dorothy Quincy 
House or the old Royal House in 
Medford would be suggestive of his- 
torical Massachusetts and still pro- 
vide an adequate structure for the 
housing of the immense exhibit which 
this State proposes to have at the Ex- 
position. 

These latter plans call for a max- 
imum expenditure of $200,000. 

There is considerable comment 
however over the amount of theap- 
propriation asked, which is $500,000. 
To spend even two hundred thousand 
dollars on the building, which at best 
is only good for a year, does not hit 
the unsentimental members of the 
elgislature. They argue that cities 
spend $100,000 for buildin which are 
considered permanent buildings and 
which thet ax-payer pays because he 
knows there is something coming back 
to him or the comunity. But they 
think the expenditure of such a large 
amount on a “show” buliding is ex- 
travagent, especially in view if the 
large State tax which is anticipated 
to reach the eight million mark. 

If the architects have their way, 
though, the Dorothy Q. house may be 
duplicated in all its simplicity at what 
promises to be the greatest World's 
Fair ever held.

Only two towns among the 356 
Massachusetts cities and towns failed 
to show an increase in property valu- 
ation in the tax statistics made public 
this year by State Tax Commissioner 
William D. T. Trefry and compared 
with statistics made public in 1910. 

They are Wellfleet, Barnstable 
county, which slumped from $1,238,537 
in 1910 to $1,065,109 this year, and 
Goshen, Hampshire county, which had 
$250,569 this year as against $252,904 
in 1910.

DRINK THE NUISANCE. 


A Tennessee judge, during the 
hearing of the Carmack case, ruled 
that a man is drunk ‘‘when he is so 


much under the influence of liquor 
that he becomes a nuisance to the 
general public.’’ An English court re- 
cently decided that a man is not legally 
drunk if he is able to find his way 
home alone. If the purpose of civil 
law is the protection of society, the 
American juristis nearer right than 
the legal light across the water. The 
rights of society at large must be con- 
served. This is the true basis of law, 
order, good government. The good of 
the whole means the good of the part; 
in protecting society we protect the in 
dividual-for the greater includes the 
less.

He told it would cost 
$177.000.00 to the whole state of 
Connecticut for draining all the 
marshes and getting rid of the mos- 
quito—that would take its whole sea- 
coast which was large and that he 
hoped a bill would be passed in Mas- 
sachusetts to drain every acre of 
marsh land the state to bear its share 
every city and property owner to bear 
their apportionment.

As he remembered it 
the insurance companies did not show 
up very well in an investigation that 
was held. He moved, as an amend- 
ment, that the secretary be instructed 
to get copies, of so much of the bill as 
related to this matter, that the Board 
might have fuller information. 

Several others said that they had 
received letters from their insurance 
companies in regard to the same mat- 
ter. 

William E. Hingston said that it was 
small business for the Board of Trade 
going against the government.

TARIFF ON GRANITE. 

At this point Alfred 0. Diack, 
president of the Granite Manufactur- 
ers association, came in and spoke of 
the meeting of a committee of his as- 
sociation that had taken action on the 
proposed reduction of the tariff on 
granite. If the tariff was reduced as 
proposed it would allow manufactured 
granite to be imported at a lower 
price than it could be cut here. 

Andrew Milne said that if the 
tariff on granite was reduced as pro- 
posed it would hurt Quincy’s granite 
industry to a great extent. 

Joseph Walker stated that at the 
present time the cost of finished pro- 
duct on the other side plus fifty per 
cent duty was about the same as in 
Quincy.

SCHOOL HOURS. 

“Resolved—That the Parents and 
Teachers Association of the Washiag- 
ton School give their hearty approval 
; to the action of the School Committee 
{in lengthening the school hours. 

The above was passed at an over- 

flow méeting in the corridors of the 
Washington school Wednesday even- 
ing, after the matter was discussed 
and the alleged disatisfaction of the 
teachers because of the increase of 
school hours was shown to have no 
foundation as far as the corps of 
teachers at Quincy Point are con- 
cerned. 

Of several topics discussed, the 
principal one was the needs of an en- 
larged building with an assembly hall. 
The speakers were School committee 
men Dr. J. H. Bushnell, Joseph L. Mc- 
Pherson and Arthur W. Newcomb, 
principal Thomas B. Pollard, Henry 
Marr, Joseph Thomas and E. P. Bar- 
rows. 

The program opened 
Amy Fallon giving Liszt’s “Rhapso- 

die.” Miss Fallon, a graduate of the 
school and well known to many of the 
members, received an ovation for her 
fine interpretation of this classic 
composition, and her work mentioned 
by several of the speakers. 

Letters of regret were received from

Arthur W. Newcomb reviewed the 


struggle of education in the Point dis- 
trict, speaking of the school of yes- 
terday and today, and related several 
incidents which brought forth laugh- 
ter.

He explained the time allotted to 
domestic science, manual and physi- 
cal training, now a part of the curric- 
ulum and said he was glad of the 
longer hours insofar as these additions 
require 35 minutes more actual achool 
time. He reviewed the athletic record 
of the school, particularly mentioning 
the three years champion soccer foot- 
ball team of the school. 

President Joseph L. Fitton presided. 
Refreshments were served. 


SCHOOL NOTES, 


During the present week and next 
the Superintendent of Schools will be 
busy each afternoon explaining to the 
pupils of the eighth grades and to such 
of their parents as may care to be 
present, the different courses that the 
High School, Woodward Institute and 
the Independent Industrial School 
have to offer. The method of select- 
ing courses and elective subjects and 
such other information as may be of 
value to pupils who are about to leave 
the grammar schools and enter a new 
school environment. 

The number to enter the High 
School in September will be larger in 
all probability than the last entering 
class. The number to enter Wood- 
ward Institute wiil be smaller be- 
cause of the change of courses there, 
while the number to enter the Indus- 
trial School is already sufficient to 
limit applications in some traces. The 
trades with which this school corre- 
lates will include the machinists, 
joiners, telephone construction, 
sheetmetal, ship plumbing, pipetitting 
and ornamental iron work. 

The Superintendent and grammar 
masters are arranging for the gram- 
mar school graduation to be held in 
four sections on the afternoon of Fri- 


day, June 27, at 3 o'clock. The 
Wollaston and Massachusetts Fields 


schools will use the Wollaston hall; 
the Quincy, Montclair, and Gridley 
Bryant schools will use the Quincy 
Hall; the Coddington, Atherton 
Hough and Washington schools will 
use the Coddington Hall, while the 
Adams, Cranch, John Hancock, Lin- 
coln and Willard schools will grad- 
uate from the High School Hall. The 
admission will be by ticket and the 
tickets will be distributed among the 
graduates pro rata. The entire pro- 
gram will be furnished by the schools 
with no address, and this year for 
the first time the pupils will be seat- 
ed so that the music may be rendered 
effectively by parts. 

The added hours of school session 
each week brings Quincy on a par 
with the other cities of the Metropoli- 
tan district. For sometime Quincy 
has tried to do its school work with 
a shorter school day than any of its 
neighbors, and there has been no 
lengthening of session for many years 
in spite of the fact that provision now 
has to be made for manual training, 
physical training,- sewing, hygiene 
and soon. The added balf hour each 
day enables the schools of this city 
to devote the same amount of time to 
their work as do the schools of other 
cities and will be welcomed by all who 
are genuinely interested in getting 
the utmost possible school efficiency.

Originally the committee voted 
“Leave to withdraw” on the bill, but 
just before the report was filed, it 


was changed to read “Referred to the 
next General Court.” 

While this kills the bill for this 
year, as well as the former report, 
still it leaves a loop hole for the bill 
to come to life next year. The ex- 
planation of this change in reports is 
that the Metropolitan Park Commis- 
sion has said that within a year it 
will decide what course it will take 
in the matter of a boulevard bridge 
across the Neponset. 

The importance of the matter as far 
as Quincy is concerned, is that 
should the Park Commissioners de- 
cide to build a brand new bridge tc 
the north of the present railroad 
bridge to connect the Quincy Shore 
Reservation with the new Old Colony 
boulevard at Neponset, the cost will 
be a great deal less than would a 
new bridge across the river where the 
present Hancock street bridge stands. 

If the Metropolitan Park Commis- 
sion builds the bridge the cost will be 
apportioned among all the cities and 
towns in the Metropolitan district, 
while if the new Hancock street 
bridge bill is carried through Norfolk 
county, Boston and Quincy will have 
to bear a large share of the expense. 

Another phase of the situation is 
that the Park Commission may agree 
to combine a commercial bridge with 
its boulevard bridge and have it lo- 
cated where the present Neponset 
bridge is.

== GRANITE CONVENTION, 


BILL SUCCESSFUL. 


Great preparations are being made 
for the annual convention of the Na- 
tional Retail Monument Dealers’ As- 
sociation which is to be held in Bos- 
ton, August 19, 20, and 21. Experience 
has proved that any organization that 
holds in Boston is 
sure of being rewarded by the pres- 
ence of an unusually large number 
of delegates. A large number of dele- 
gates makes an enthusiastic meeting, 
which in turn signifies the accom- 
plishment of a great deal of real vital 
work with many new and progressive 
ideas. 

The New England Memorial Con- 
vention Bureau, which committee 
have charge of the arrangements for 
the coming convention, held a meet- 
ing recently in its rooms 161 Summer 
street, at which John L. Miller, James 
Joss and Alfred O. Diack, president of 
the Quincy Manufacturers association, 
were among those present. 

Ways and means were discussed at 
length and the best methods of rais- 
ing funds for defraying the necessary 
expenses were taken under considera- 
tion. It was finally agreed upon that 
the best method was to sell space in 
the exhibition hall, and John L. Mil- 
ler of Quincy was delegated as the 
agent to sell space as well as to so- 
licit advertisements for the program. 

The following committees were ap- 
pointed: Publicity—George H. Col- 
lyer, P. G. Lampson and Francis E. 
Bowker, = Jr. Souvenir badges,— 
John L. Miller, James Joss and Robert 
D. Smith. Entertainment, — John L. 
Miller, Seward Jones, Alfred O. Diack 
and F. H. Holden, Headquarters’ will 
be secured at the Brunswick and at 
the Arena for exhibition purposes. 

Special low rates have been secured 
on the railroads, practically one fare 
and three-fifths for the round trip tic- 
ket from practically all railroads, 
which means that the attendance will 
be large. 

It will be seen by the above that 
Quincy men are prominent in the af- 
fair and the convention should be of 
inestimable value to Quincy. Being 
within a few minutes’ ride of Boston 
it is figured out that there will be 
many excursions to the City of Presi- 
dents during the days of the conven- 
tion, and the local manufacturers will 
not be found wanting in the way of 
entertainment. 

Whether Quincy manufacturers will 
be largely represented at the exhibi- 
tion hall has not as yet been fully de- 
cided, but the fact that being so near 
the scene of action it is generally be- 
lieved by many that it would be more 
advantageous for them to have dele- 
gates visit the yards and quarries 
and see monuments in the process of 
manufacture. It will also afford an 
opportunity for the visitors to in- 
spect Quincy’s quarries which would 
be a lasting advertisement of the city.

The Spanish War Veterans Prefer- 
ential bill which was vetoed by Gov. 
Foss, and which once failed in attempt 
to pass over the veto, was successful 
Tuesday when the House passed it over 
the veto by a vote of 151 to 68, which 
was more than the two-thirds vote re- 
quired. One of the staunchest sup- 
porters of the bill was Representative 
Leslie who is himself a veteran of the 
Spanish war. 

The bill in brief provides that Span- 
ish war veterans in taking the civil 
service examination shall have five 
per cent added their percentage for 
having served during the Spanish 
war. 

Those favoring the bill claimed that 
it was in the interest of fair play and 
that those who served in the Spanish 
war were entitled to consideration as 
were the members veterans of the 
Grand Army and those who served in 
the navy in the Civil war.

It was good news for Quincy, the 
announcement by Charles W. Schwab 
of the future policy of the Fore River 
Shipbuilding Corporation. All kinds 
of rumors are in circulation whenever 
there is any change of management at 
the shipyard, and they take a wide, 
range. Where 3000 or more people are 
directly affected it is not surprising 
that they are anxious to learn of plans 
for the future. And so are their fami- 
lies and the merchants and business 
men of the city. All have much at 
stake. 

But Mr. Schwab's statement in the 
Daily Ledger interview of Thursday is 
reassuring. He was pleased to say 
that the policy of the manage- 
ment of the Fore River shipyard would 
be “extension, improvement and de- 
velopment.” 

It is pleasing to know that Mr. 
Schwab was enough interested in 
Quincy to make the statement that he 
did, and that he desires the city and 
its people to be interested in the ship- 
yard. Quincy has always been proud 
of the shipyard, for it has given our 
city national and world-wide fame. 
Certainly no city of 35,000 population 
is better known in the United States. 
First it was the settlement at Mount 
Wollaston, then the birthplace of two 
Presidents, then for Quincy granite, 
and now for Quincy-built warships 
and other ships. 

The the Fore River 
shipyard means much for the future of 
Quincy, and all will be happy when 
new contracts secured. Rumor 
has it that Mr. Schwab is interested in 
large coal mines in South America 
and may build a large fleet of vessels 
to transport the coal.

If the city is not 
ready to establish a municipal dock, 
the granite manufacturers should 
form a corporation and buy, lease or 
build a wharf, and then petition the 
Bay State street railway to extend its 
trolley freight not only to the wharf 
but into each of the granite yards and 
quarries 

Now that the granite industry is 
threatened by the reduction of the 
tariff on foreign granite, it is impor- 
tant that shipping facilities should be 
improved that Quincy may continue 
in the granite business.

President Wilson puts the tariff 
question in a new light when he 


writes: “The new doctrine of the Pro- 
tectionist is that the tariff should 
represent the difference between the 
cost of production in America, and the 
cost of production in other countries, 
PLUS a reasonable profit to those who 
are engaged in industry.” 

Wherever an attempt is made to 
add a profit, the tariff should be re- 
duced. Wherever the tariff is so high 
that it excludes entirely foreign goods 
it should be reduced. Perhaps there 
is some point between 25 and 50 per 
cent where the duty on foreign gran- 
ite should be placed. But Quincy 
granite manufacturers know it was 
oto small some years ago and that 
compete successfully with Quincy 
work. To restore the tariff at 25 per 
cent as proposed in the new tariff bill 
would therefore appear to be an in- 
justice to Quincy granite manufactur- 
ers. If any reduction is made it 
should be small, say from 50 to 40 
per cent. There is no monopoly of 
granite in the United States, but a 
competition that is almost ruinous.

The returns of the Assistant Asses- 
sors who have been at work during 
the past two months collecting a list 
of polls, etc. show that the total 
number of polls is 10,972 as against 
10,766 as returned by the assistant 
Assessors in May 1912. These figures 
however do not represent accurately 
the number of polls for it is always 
the case that new names are being as- 
sessed nearly every day until election 
time. Then again when the regis- 
trars meet for the caucuses and elec- 
tions there are always many who come 
forward to be registered. 

The following table shows the num- 
ber of polls by precincts as returned 
by the Assistant Assessors this month 
in comparison with the number re- 
turned by the Assistant Assessors in 
May 1912. By these it will be seen 
that only three precincts of the city 
show a loss. Two of these precincts 
are in Ward Two, the Fore River dis- 
trict. There is always a shifting 
population in this ward and it is fair 
to presume that when the politicians 
get after the voters in the fall the 
total number of polls will be greatly 
increased.

Several from Quincy were in the 
audience which packed the Arlington 
Street church, Boston, this week to 
hear Rev. William Sullivan, formerly 
of Quincy, deliver the anniversary ser- 
mon. An overflow meeting was nec- 
essary in the vestry. 

“The Vocation of the Liberal Faith” 
was Mr. Sullivan's topic. The preach- 
er began by speaking of the obligation 
of Unitarianism and the destiny of the 
faith. He told of the scientific atti- 
tude which so belittles the processes 
of man’s mind, and the _ theological 
position, as expressed in so-called 
modern orthodoxy which would place 
all revelation with one people, of one 
specified time, through one individual 
and one book. Both these ideas must 
tend to the reduction of the transcen- 
dent values of human life. 

Against these, the speaker said, the 
liberal church sets the eternal verities 
of life; not as a mere sect or a protest, 
but as a living, vital power based on 
man’s divineness and God’s immanence 
Into a world which is lost in a whirl 
of vagaries and doubts liberals must 
announce to the growing pessimism 
about them the divineness of the spirit 
of man while revealing it in their own 
lives. Such a religion is adequate to 
inspire the loftiest heroism. It must 
be shown that right, honor, truth and 
love are not mere platitudes, but are 
God himself who sets the standard of 
life by which life’s values are to be 
judged.

If the Roman centurion paid a great 
sum for the privilege of becoming a 
Roman citizen, as he told St. Paul he 
did, he made a losing bargain. For 
when Rome began to sell her citizen- 
ship among the provinces in order to 
acauire revenue whereby to maintain 
her extravagance and luxury, Roman 
liberty was already lost in everything 
but name, and even that soon fol- 
lowed.

Where wealth accumulates and 
decay.” 


The only price at which liberty can 
be bought is character, expressed in 
terms of loyalty to God which we call 
reverence or righteousness; and loy- 
alty to tribe or clan or country which 
we call patriotism. And in essence 
these two are one. For wherever in 
the history of the world we see rever- 
ence declining in any particular form 
of civilization, we find as an inevitable 
Sequence that that particular form 
soon crumbles and decays. On the 
other hand wherever we find men 
earnestly worshipping the God of 
righteousness, we find men who have 
stood the test of loyal citizenship. 

The pressing need of the present 
generation lies just along these two 
lines. We need to cultivate deeper 
reverence among the people—rever- 
ence for God, for truth, and righteous- 
ness. 


And then we need to develop a 
nobler conception of what patriotism 
means—not the mere physical loyalty 
which stands ready to take up arms 
against a foreign foe, but that higher 
form of loyalty which demands the en- 
actment and enforcement of righte- 
ous laws, and inspires each citizen 
with an earnest sense of responsibility 
and duty. 


The observance of this Memorial 
Sunday reminding us of the noble sac- 
rifices and devoted loyalty of 50 years 
ago, and the presence of these men

Born and reared within twenty 
miles of Gettysburg, I have always 
honored the man who wears or has the 
right to wear the brass-cannon  but- 
ton; and I delight to call the attention 
of the youth of this generation to the 
courageous, self-sacrificing, Cnristian

heroism shown by the men of the 
sixties. 

An essential element of hereism is 
courage; not simply physical but 


moral courage. It is moral courage 
when men go to war in the cause of 
righteousness, and not simply a physi- 


cal bravado. Such courage was 
shown in the Civil war, when two 
million men went through 5,574 


pitched battles, faced dangers in camp, 
prison on the field and at the cannon’s 
mouth. 

_ It was a true courage when men fell 
dead and other men stepped over their 
sacred bodies to take their places and 
face the in the same cause of 
right. It was a courage born of faith 
in God and the cause of righteousness. 
Such is the courage needed today in all 
the relations of life. 

A second element of this heroism 
Was self-sacrifice. Heroic men are 
ready to die for righteousness. This 
makes the heroism A 
courage that is over-cautious is dan- 
gerously near cowardice. The true 
soldier is not wreckless, but neither 
ean he be He must be 
ready to die. 

The heroism of the Civil war was a 
The men were 
willing to die for their country. This 
was especially true of the private, 
whose name is frequently forgotten in 
the blazing light of I 
love to honor the private and by his 
worthy eall the men and 
women of today to be ready for any 
sacrifice for humanity's welfare in 
time when selfishness and greed move 
too many to forget the noble privileges 
and duties of a great democracy. 

The heroism of the Civil War was 
Christian in that it was inspired by 
the interest of humanity, which is a 
true part of Christianity. It sought 
the disenthrallment of four million of 
slaves. It cannot be over-emphasized 
that any heroism manifested today in 
putting out of existence all forms of 
existing slavery, Christianity 
worthy of every young man and wom- 
an. 

Members of the Grand Army, I have 
used you tonight to make an appeal 
to the men and women of today to be 
heroic. May the same heroism in- 
spire you to keep the camp-fires burn- 
ing until the last comrade fails. Keep 
your faces set toward the eternal hills 
and may you finally pitch your tents 
on the Land where the sun shall no 
more go down and where the weary 
soldier rests.

A MAIL ORDER TAX. 

A bill has recently been introduced 
in Congress calling for an internal 
revenue tax of one per cent of the 
total amount of sales of mail order 
houses through inter-state commerce. 
Leading wholesalers say this tax is too 
small. 

While such a tax would be a protec- 
tion to the retail store, it should not 
be sought primarily as a_ protective 
There is a real basis for 
such a levy, as a fair contribution by 
these houses from their great traffic. 

Under present conditions, probably 
none of these concerns pays a fair 
share of the country’s burdens. 

The retail merchant pays a stiff tax, 
because he must keep a large assort- 
ment of goods on hand. The public 
will not buy his goods “unsight and 
unseen.” People demand a chance to 
see them, and a considerable assort- 
ment, so that they can select from 
various styles and prices. The mer- 
chant thus carries much tangible 
property, which the assessor sees, and 
which he taxes. 

By clever advertising, the mail or- 
der house escapes the usual necessity 


measure. 


of business, that the purchaser be 
shown the goods. The purchaser 
buys on faith. The proportion of 


goods kept on hand is very small com- 
pared to what the retail merchant 
keeps. The assessor cannot find much 
taxable property in catalog books. 
What the mail order house pays of 
course varies according to the laws of 
different states. But the assessable 
property on hand must usually 
very small in proportion to the busi- 
hess done and the profits thereof. 

It seems only fair that such houses 
should pay a liberal excise tax. 
Otherwise they enter into competition 
with the retail merchant without the 
handicap of taxation which he must 
always carry.

The Ordinance Committee reported 
a new building ordinance to take the 
place of the present building ordi- 
nance to take the place of the present 
building ordinance. Ordered to a sec- 
ond reading. 

The Committee on Heath reported a 
new plumbing ordinance. The new 
ordinance is similar in many respects 
to the present ordinance, the main 
point of difference being that it pro- 
vides for the use of larger soil pipe. 

Councilman Richards offered an 
amendment striking out section 6 of 
the new ordinance and _ substituting 
section 6 of the present ordinance. 
This is the section which refers to the 
weight of pipe to be used. 

He argued that the use of heavy 
pipe put an unnecessary burden on 
the man who was building a house. 
He had been called on the telephone 
by one contractor who said that he 
figures from a plumber who had told 
him the difference on one house would 
be $40. 

Inspector of Plumbing Keniley was 
called before the Council and in reply 
to questions stated that ninety percent 
of the cities were now requiring the 
heavy pipe to be used. [t was im- 
possible to properly calk the light 
pipe, and there was constant danger 
of its being broken in handling. There 
must have been some mistake in the 
statement made, for the difference on 
a single house between the light and 
heavy pipe would not be more than 
from $4 to $6. The heavy pipe was 
also better from a health point af 
view. Plumbers often broke the light 
pipe when putting it in and somebody 
had to pay for it, so that he did not 
think the extra cost would be exces- 
sive. 

At the request of Councilman Rich- 
ards, Contractor Nelson appeared be- 
fore the Council. He said that he did 
not object to heavy pipe in large 
houses but did not think it necessary 
in smaller houses, 

Councilman Bailey stated that at 
the hearing before the committee 
both the master plumber and the men 
had agreed that there was constant 
fear of breakage with the light pipe 
and the heavy pipe was the best. 

The amendment of Councilman 
Richards was rejected and the report 
of the committee accepted and the or- 
der ordered to a second reading.

It is a double decker 
with 35 feet of water alongside at low 
tide. The upper deck is for passen- 
gers and is divided according to 
classes, with quarters for immigrants 
and for customs. The lower deck is 
for freight and cars.

The necessary funds have already 
been pledged and the board has an 
equity valued at $5,400 which can be 
secured for $3,500.

B, A. Willmott entertained the 
Bethany Brotherhood on Wednesday 
evening at the closing meeting of the 
season, with a talk on “Steeraging it 
across the Atlantic.” There was a 
large attendance. 

Mr. Willmott told how he and four 
other young men located at Bath, 
Maine, had made a compact to go 
from New York by steerage. All 
were descendants of the British Isles 
—Scotch, Welsh and English. That 
was 21 years ago, before he entered 
the ministry, and he said conditions 
Were much worse then than now. 

Then no bedding or utensils were 
provided, and he told of purchasing a 
mattress, blanket, tinware, etc, in 
New York, and personally carrying it 
to the ship. They sailed on the 
steamship New York which later be- 
came the Harvard or Yale. Then 
dining tables were not provided in 
the steerage as now. The food was 
not bad but roughly served. 

One sees a most diverse type of 
men; life in its real naturalness; men 
who gamble; men who were advent- 
urers; but not bad fellows when you 
became acquainted with them. Many 
amusing incidents were related. 

Mr. Willmott told of sighting land, 
had a tribute to the beautiful scenery 
of Ireland, told of arrival at dock. 
the old home surroundings, and 
greetings of family and friends. Im- 
mense changes are going on in the 
British Isles, and the feeling of inse- 
curity is appalling. The new demo- 
cracy has taken the reins of govern- 
ment. Dukes and earls have lost 
prestige. For the poor it will be 2 
better place to live, and he predicted 
fewer would come to America.

NEW SIGNALS, 


The street railway company is in- 
stalling what is known as the United 
States automatic signals on the 
Houghs Neck line. These signals, as 
the name denotes, work automatical- 
ly. No matter how many cars enter 
a turnout, the line is not cleared un- 
til the last car has passed the end of 
the turnout. This method saves the 
conductor from leaving his car at 
either end of the switch, or turnout, 
to throw the block signal, as it is done 
automatically. It is figured out that 
on the Houghs Neck line a conductor 
loses fully five minutes in throwing 
signals. This time will now be saved. 
When a car approaches a turnout, 
which is occupied a light is shown 
and the car must wait until the signal 
shows clear. If the signal shows clear 
on approaching the turnout he goes 
ahead without stopping. Another 
thing about the signals is that if one 
set of lights should burn out the sig- 
nals will still work for a second set of 
lights is automatically switched into 
the line.

minister is free to preach the truth. As 
this is rather in the nature of a_ per- 
sonal testimony I can but speak from 
personal experience. 

It has always been to 
proclaim the whole counsel of God as 
His spirit gave me to know it.

BLOCK SIGNALS ORDERED, 


The Railroad Commissioners have 
made their findings on the Granite 
branch disaster near the Braintree 
junction occurred April 28, 
when a passenger train from West 
Quincy and an extra work train from 
Braintree met in a head on collision, 
resulting in injuries to 30 or 40 
people, largely residents of West Quin- 
cy who were on their way to work. 

The board orders that the road in- 
stal at once on the West Quincy 
branch block signals of such type and 
in such locations as may be approved 


which 


by the board. 

According to the commission's find- 
ings the conductor of the work train 
was ordered by the towerman at Brain- 
tree to wait on a side track until the 
passenger train from Boston, which 
was proceeding over the single track 
of the West Quincy branch arrived at 
Braintree. 

Another train via the main line came 
to the Braintree station, which 
was assumed by both the conductor 
and the engineer of the work train to 
be the train via the branch for which 
they had been ordered to wait. 

The work-train accordingly proceed- 
ed along the branch line, when the col- 
lision resulted. 

The engineer of the work train 
claimed that he received from his con- 
ductor the signal to proceed, but the 
conductor denied giving such signal. 
The board finds, however, that the en- 
gineer did not have the benefit of know- 
ing the conversation between the tow- 
erman and the conductor at the Brain- 


along 


tree station. 

The board states the various rules of 
the New Haven Road relating to the 
conduct of engineers and conductors, 
but finds that their provisions are not 
as explicit as those of some other 
roads with respect to the joint and 
equal responsibility of the engineman 
end conductor. 

The board adds: “Had the rules of 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Company required the engin- 
eer of the work train to make an ex- 
amination of the register at the Brain- 
tree Station before leaving, or to have 
received a clearance card before enter- 
ing upon the branch line, his exact re- 
sponsibility with reference to the ac- 
cident would be less difficult to deter- 
mine. 

“This accident belongs in the pre- 
ventable class, and the board recom- 
|mends the adoption of such rules and 
the enforcement of such discipline as 
will tend to prevent the recurrence of 
accidents of this or a similar charac- 
ter.

HIGH SCHOOL GRADUATION. 


In the presence of an interesting 
gathering of mothers, fathers and 
friends, 115 young men and women of 
the class of 1918 were graduated from 
the Quincy High School in the as- 
sembly hall Wednesday evening with 
particularly appropriate exercises. The 
class, the largest in the educational 
history of the High school presented a 
fine appearance. 

A glimpse of the interior of the hall 
through the glass doors caused more 
than one sigh of anticipation to es- 
cape from the fortunate guests and as 
they entered they were charmed 
with the simple, natural beauty of the 
platform whereon were seated the 
graduates. Banked across the row of 
lights were flowers in abundance. 
Starting near the end the committee 
had woven stem after stem of varied 
blossoms into a chain which grew 
thicker and brighter as it reached to 
its centre, a wealth of handsome Jack 
roses, the class flower. 

On each panel was laid colored 
cloth, draped at the top and bottom 
and supporting the four foot, blossom- 
ing class numerals. Across the hall, 
over the platform in well executed Old 
English letters was the class motto, 
“Esse Non Videri.” On the floor were 
seated the high school orchestra while 
on the opposite side was a bower of 
greenery, harboring a table on which 
set a lamp which reflected its rays on 
a choice collection of books, the 
foundation of the unusual beliefs ex- 
pressed by Miss Marion Rand. 

Included in the program were two 
high school choruses and two selec- 
tions by the glee club. The pupils 
sang “Jehovah Reigns,” Mendelssohn, 
and the “Song of the Vikings,” Fan- 
ning, while the glee club gave “The 
Gallant Troubadour,” Watson, and 
“The Fairy Song,” Zimmerman. The 
well modulated tones of the mixed 
chorus had an indefinable charm 
which was expressed in the outburst 
of applause following each number. 

Miss S. Maude Amsden was director 
and Edward Carrington Bullock and 
Miss Rosalie May Du Temple were the 
accompanists. The orchestra was 
William J. Roche, Edward Berman, 
Frances L. Hibberts, Lawrence Fergu- 
son, Margaret E. White, Elton F. 
Chase and Edith L. Abbott. 

Challen Morton Beattie, opened the 
speaking by delivering “An _ Interest- 
ing Epoch” in which he disputed the 
saying, “there is nothing new under 
the sun.” So practical were his re- 
marks that one could easily dream of 
the millenium, as far as housekeeping 
at least, was concerned. He also 
touched on the development of other 
necessities and luxuries, but best of 
all were his views of the changed pro- 
gram of education. 

The old time feeling of awe and fear 
of teachers has been replaced with a 
companionship, friendship and sim- 
plicity, according to Mr. Beattie’s ob- 
servations of his public school career. 
All enjoy it together and in our own 
High school teachers enter into the 
occasion, He spoke of the comradi- 
city between teachers and pupils, of 
the advancement and progress made in 
social events, including shows and so- 
cials. “We,” he said, “who are about 
to go out into the world have lived in 
a wonderful age. Who can say what 
we may give or see given to the world 
in the years to come.” 

Miss Beatrice Costello, in “Songs of 
Other Lands” and Miss Priscilla Rob- 
inson in “Songs of Home” romanced 
with their audience. Assisting both 
was the double quartette, Edward Bul- 
lock, soloist, of the school, which 
sang old favorites which were fol- 
lowed by word pictures of the in- 
spiration drawn from them by men 
who have been active in world’s his- 
tory. All countries were favored and 
a most pleasing half hour was passed 
by those through whose heads ran 
snatches of the old, but ne'er to be for- 
gotten masterpieces. 

Miss Rand's five feet of books were 
slightly different from the heavy 
works chosen by Dr. Eliot but he 
never described more touchingly his 
love for his books than did Miss Rand 
as she waxed eloquent, tearful and 
humorous in the descriptions of the 
Bible, Idylls of the King, Tale of Two 
Cities, Lorna Doone, Old Virginian 
and Mark Twain. Quaint were her 
descriptions, clear was her enuncia- 
tion and sorry were her audience as 
she gracefully reclined in the wicker 
chair beside her table, with her head 
resting on one hand while the other 
idly strayed over the books of her 
choice. 


The address was by John G. Thomp- 
son, principal of the Fitchburg Nor- 
mal school. His topic, “The Meaning 
of Education” was discussed in a logi- 
eal, though entertaining way. Never 
before, if the recollections of the 
Patriot reporter are correct, has any- 
one who has spokento a class of 
graduates here received more genuine 
applause than Mr. Thompson. He won 
his audience at the start and never lost 
them until he drew a remarkable con- 
clusion to his scholarly and instruc- 
tive address. 


Mr. Thompson was presented by 
Ernest L. Collins, principal of the 
school. He said that Mr. Thompson 
was going to tell them how and why 
of the “Leaning of Education.” 

Mr. Thompson said it was the most 
intelligent audience he had ever faced, 
in Quincy, but he had never appeared 
here before. He consumed about 20 
minutes. He said one of the phases of 
modern education that appealed to 
him is that pupils have been taught to 
love nature. Everything is changing. 
Something drives out the accomplish- 
ments of the lowest inanimate forms 
in the mineral and vegetable world. 
We are impelled to do our best. 


The question lies here, is it hap- 
hazard or a purposeful development. 
Mr. Thompson talked along progres- 
sive lines and illustrated his meaning 
with the experience of a city chap 
who said to a down East farmer, “you 
don't know who I am or what I want 
er where I'm going, “and the farmer, in 


his characteristic way looked him 
over and answered, “Yes, I do. You're 
a darn fool, going nowhere, after 
nothing.” 

So, back in the hearts of these 
young human beings there is some- 
thing always urging them. This is 


true of all life when it becomes con- 
scious of the hidden force within us. It 
is a question of directing it into the 
proper channels. Education never 
finishes and in order to appreciate the 
beauties of one part you must com- 
plete the first part. It can be summed 
up in four words, joy, love, work and 
life. 


Chairman Miller prefaced his pre- 
sentation with a brief and interesting 
speech in which he told the pupils that 
one and one half millions had been ex- 
pended for education since he became 
a member of the committee and that 
$800,000 was for buildings. He said 
no regrets were felt because of this 
expenditure. He offered his congratu- 
lations to the class, urged them to 


fine efforts and said he particularly 
wished this the largest class ever 
graduated, to make good since it was 
probably the last to receive a diploma 
at his hands. 

The closing number was the sing- 
ing of the original graduation song 
written by Russell Green in which the 
class took farewell of all its material 
connection with the school. As they 
marched out of the hall they were ap- 
plauded long and loudly.

STATE TAX. 

Quincy in common with other cities 
and towns of the Commonwealth is 
hard hit by the apportionment of the 
state tax which has just been an- 
nounced. The state tax this year 
which passed through the legislature 
without a word of protest amounts to 
$8,000,000. 

The $8,000,000 tax has been in pro- 
spect since the first of the year, and 
the House ways and means committee 
had expert advice to that effect from 
their clerk, Deputy Auditor William 
D. Hawley, 80 that it was no shock to 
the Legislature. The excitement will 
come when the local tax rates are fixed 
and the taxes are assessed at the new 
tariff. 

The amount of Quincy's state tax 
this year is $62,400 an increase of 
$15,025 over last year. Proportionately 
however Quincy does not suffer as 
much as some of the other cities for 
the apportionment this year is fixed 
in accordance with the new rate as ap- 
proved by the legislature. .Under the 
act passed last year the tax com- 
missioner was not obliged to rely up- 
on the figures of the local authorities, 
but could make his own valuation for 
the purpose of making the apportion- 
ment. 

Under the old rule, if the taxable 
property held by large estates was 
over-looked or the rate of valuation 
was low, the municipality escaped pay- 
ing its fair share of the tax burden of 
the state. The present law is an at- 
tempt to distribute the tax burden 
more equally, although the equity of 
the arrangement may not appeal to 
communities which have become tax 
dodgers’ paradises.

GR ANoW. AR GR ADU. ATION. 


For the first time for several years 
the graduating exercises of the 
Grammar schools of the city were 
held in separate buildings, proving the 
wisdom of the city fathers in provid- 
ing assembly halls in the modern 
school buildings. 

There were four separate gradua- 
Three of these were held in 


that of 
Cranch, John Hancock, 
and Willard at the High 
school hall; that of the Gridley Bry- 
ant, Montclair and Quincy schools at 
the Quincy school hall in the after- 
noon; and that of the Massachusetts 
Fields and Wollaston schools at the 
Wollaston school hall in the evening. 

Superintendent Barbour gives the 
following statistics relative to the 
graduating classes of all the grammar 
schools. 

The total number of graduates was 
472 of which 227 were boys and 245 
girls. Of this number 429 will con- 
tinue their studies in secondary 
schools, namely High school 361, 
Woodward 50, and other schools 18. 

Of the total, one spent only five 
years in the grammar schools, eight 
spent 6 years; 26 spent 7 years; 216 
spent 8 years; 154 spent 9 years; 61 
sent 10 years; 5 spent 11 years and 
1 spent 12 years. 

The youngest pupil in the class was 
11 yecrs and 5 months, and the oldest 
17 years and 4 months, while the aver- 
age age was 14 years and 2 months. 

There were 2 between 11 and 13 
years, 37 between 12 and 13 years, 178 
between 13 and 14 years, 152 between 
14 and 15 years, 79 between 15 and 16 
years, 22 between 16 and 17 years and 
2 between 17 and 18 years. 

CODDINGTON HALL, 

The graduation exercises of the 
Atherton Hough, Coddington and 
Vashington grammar schools was held 
at the Coddington school hall and the 
exercises were not only of a very in- 
teresting nature but were very large- 
ly attended. As usual in graduations 
of late years music was a special fea- 
ture and the music as rendered by the 
graduating classes of the three schools 
was of an unusual high quality. Miss 
Helen M. Lincoln presided at the 
piano, and Thomas B. Pollard, master 
of the Washington school, was the 
director of the chorus. It was no 
new position for Mr. Pollard for he 
has long interested in music. 
The choruses were remarkably strong 
and were rendered with a vim that 
Was very pleasing. 

Particularly pleasing was the open- 
ing number “Morning Invitation” and 
the applause that greeted pupils was 
self evident that the audience had 
thoroughly enjoyed the music. In ad- 
dition to this number the classes also

sang “The bells of Seville,” “The 
clang of the forge” and _ Kellers 
“American Hymn.” 


Pomptly at the hour of 3 the gong 
sounded and the three classes march- 
ed in from the rooms on the second 
floor and took their seats on the plat- 
form, and so promptly was the pro- 
gram carried out that the exercises 
were over in just an hour. 

In addition to the choruses by the 
classes there were three declamations 
the three young men representing the 
three schools. James M. LeCain of 
the Atherton Hough school gave 
Grady’s “The hope of the country;” 
Robert Miller of the Coddington 
school, Kaufman’s “The heritage of 
to-morrow”; and James Greenhalge 
of the Washington school, Field’s 
“The Owl critic.” 

There was no speaker announced 
on the program but Dr. E. H. Bush- 
nell of the School Committee spoke 
briefly just previous.to the presenta- 
tion of the diplomas. He said that it 
was hardly a fair show that he should 
be selected from the School Commit- 
tee and that he felt a little embar- 
rassed. “You are now passing into a 
new era. Heretofore you have been 
called children, but now you will as- 
sume a new responsibility of inde- 
pendent thought and action. You will 
be called upon to act and think, but 
your heart must be independent. It 
you wait for ideals to come to you, 
you will never have them. Bring 
nothing into your lives that you are 
not willing to keep, and do no wrong. 
Be ever ready to find enjoyment in all 
things. Let no sun set without having 
done some deed of kindness. Keep a 
clean heart and a clear head, and 
blessing will be upon you. The School 
Committee, your teachers and parents 
congratulate you, for in you they see 
loyal citizens of the future.” 

The presentation of diplomas then 
followed, Chairman Foster of the Ath- 
erton Hough school presenting the di- 
plomas to that class, which he said 
while small was of the best quality. 
In presenting the diplomas to the Cod- 
dington school, Dr. Hunting, chair- 
man of that school, said that Dr.

The diplomas of 
the Washington school were presented 
by Dr. Bushnell.
